Lieut. Bennett Molter Also Tells 
of the Attractions as Well as 
the Perils of the War Aviation 
Service, Declaring That the 
+ Former Greatly Outweigh the 
Latter—Danger From Shrap- 
nel Not as Great as Laymen 
Think. 


This is the first of a series of three ar- 
ticles by Lieut. Molter of the French Fly- 
ing Corps on ait fighting. Lieut. Molter, 

ho is in America on furlough and soon 
will enter the Afmerican service in 
France; has had two years’ experience 
with the French air fighters. His second 
article, which will -be printed next Sun- 
day, will tell of duelling at 10,000 feet. 
The third article, which willbe printed 
Dec. 23, will describe the work of the avi- 
ators in aiding spies, in co-operating. with 
infantry and artiffery, in attacking sau- 
sage balloons and in dropping bombs.

HOLLOW square of men, bare-headed and 
IA inition, in- horizon Sine. stand around 

an open grave; above, two avions Wheel and 
bank. Beside the new turned earth lies a long 
wooden box, at its head a single figure in uniform 
speaking slowly, solemnly. No hostile plane 
comes near—if one sails into the gray vault 
overhead it passes respectfully by. 


‘from the square and the long box is tenderly 
lowered. With the first motion a long-drawn 


dull thudding of the avions’* motors. Both “dive 
headlong. toward the grave shrieking wierdly, 
symbolizing and almost voicing the grief of the 
group on the ground. When but a few yards 
above the grave the wailing ceases, the planes 
suddenly sweep almost straight upward, as if to 
go up with the soul on the first steps of its long 
journey. They bank and wheel away, the group 
on the ground disperse, the grave is filled in. And 
now, if a Boche plane appears, it. is to make 
trouble. 

Thus a Fren¢h escadrille has paid the last 
honors to a fallen comrade. It is only in the air 
service, even in France, that such a spectacle 
is possible. ~The symbolism of the wailing planes 
and of the escort of the soul of the warrior may 
be foreign to the more direct mind of either 
Briton or German. But to the French it is always 
fitting to dramatize such honor, and 80 the avi- 
ation service can still make a funeral. an individ- 
ual thing, and a ceremony. 


Live Alone With Spectacular Death. 
The right to remain an individual; whether in 
life or in death, is the one great distinction that 
is given to the men in the most dangerous of the 
military services. Infantryman, artilleryman, 
engineer, all are swallowed up in the mass while 
living, and when the end comes it is a death by 
mass, too, and their. very graves—if they have 
them—are shared with strangers. Even motor 
cycle. ‘corps and submarine raiders are teamed 
and no one man stands or falls by himself. Avi- 
ation is the only service left- where individual ef- 
fort is at as great a premium as ever and ‘where 
success and failure both depend on the man him- 
self. In the air, in spite of every sort of equad- 
ron flying and team -work, each man fights and 
wins or dies—alone. .- 

It is this distinction, probably, that has brought 
into the air fighting much.of the spirit of the 
kniglits of old.. In many ways the fighting avi- 
ators are living much the lives of the heroes of 
chivalry. Their warfare is that of man to man, 
as much as was ever that of the armor-clad 
horsemen in the lists; they live with spectacular 
death, and they embody beyond all others the 
spirit of daily, hourly adventure. 

It is natural that the chivalric spirit should 
be strong. Even the boche, treacherous and bru- 
tal in all other. fighting, has felt its influence 


fairness. He does not quite maintain the stand- 
ards of the allied pilots—of that more later—but 
he shows unmistakably that he is doing the best 
that his kultar will permit.

As they crossed the lines the 
German anti-aircraft guns sent up their usual 
shrapnel. The planes flew on amid the bursts 
until above the grave, and then, still under’fire, 
began to drop their wreaths. 

Immediately the firing ceased, and the pilots 
went through the same ceremonies as with one 
of our’ own dead; they would swoop down to 
within a few) hundred feet of the ground, “wail- 
ing” their: motors, and then chandai—soar up- 
ward—into the clouds: More than a dozen pilots 
paid this tribute,.and all were permitted to return 
unmolested:.to. their airdromes. The guns did 
not open fire again till they had disappeared. 
The next time they crossed the lines the battle 
went on as before. | 

All. enemy airmen receive this distinguished 
consideration. Mer who are killed in other 
ranks are usually hidden in the nearest hole, only 
the identification tag and valuables being removed 
to be sent to the Government ‘and returned 
through it to ‘relatives. But with the airmen it 
is different. When the fallen aviator is a German 
there is less ceremony than for one of our dwn 
men, but far more than in the case of a member 
of any other service. He is given a Christian 
burial and a monument. This monument is al- 
ways made from the, propeller of his machine, 
the blades being fastened to form a cross, on 
which are inscribed his name, if known, and the 
date of his death. Courtesy does not permit the 
inscribing of the manner of his death, ‘except 
that he fell in combat. 


Air Chivalry I slelinston His Friends. 


The same thing is done for an allied pilot who 
falls behind the German lines—and most of our 
men fall there, as the fighting has been. carried 
always into. German territory. When the great 
German. retreat was made last spring the advanc- 
ing allied troops found many such graves which 
had been accorded the.honors. due them. . 

Air. chivalry, too, provides for the earrying of 


information as to a man’s fate, to his friends. 


When a German comes down: behind our lines 
we gather such news about him as we can. If he 


‘is dead we learn his name, if possible, and note 


the. location of his grave; if wounded, we find 
how seriously and to what hospital he has been 
sent. All this is written,down and the note 
slipped into a little weighted leather bag. A 
pilot takes this across the lines and drops it over 
a German airdrome, with attached so 
that it will be seen and picked up. The Germans 
reciprocate this little touch of humanness, and 
messages drop On our airdromes from the clouds, 
telling who of. our missing comrades is dead, 


‘who a prisoner and who wounded. 


The air service differs from all others in 


another way—every pilot isa volunteer. No man 


has ever been conscripted into an avion, and none 
fi be.

A RUSSIAN ‘‘SHELBY’S BRIGADE.’’ 
What is described as an “efficient Russian 
force’ is said in late reports to have co-operated 
with the Bri army in a successful, movement 
in Mesopotamia. 

Great numbers of Russian troops were engaged 
in Asia against their historic enemy, the Turk, 
prior to the revolution.at Petrograd. What is to 
become of them in the enormous area of Asla, 
cut off by thousands of miles from their capital 
and filled; as these fighters must be, with grave 
misgivings over the pacifists who have seized 
their Government? 

Their status is not. unlike that of a consider- 
abie number of Confederates in our Southwest 
after Appomattox. The Government to which they 
had given their allegiance had fallen and, unsur- | 
rendered, they had established no relations and 
entered into no terms with the victorious Gov- 
ernment. They were men without a country. 
The part of the world nearest to them in which a 
demand for trained soldiers existed was Mexico 
and to that republic many turned their eyes. A 
splendidly equipped brigade of them who had ac- 
cess -to the final Confederate stores of war ma- 
terial, made their famous march under Gen. 
Shelby, to Mexico City, fighting battles en route 
against the opponents of the French and Em- 
peror Maximilian. 

The opportunities for good fighting in. Asia are 
limitless. The finest chance of all the centuries 
for érushing the Turk is now open. The “ig 
thing these Russians can do is to imitate on 
much larger scale the example of Shelby’s men. 
Possibly a truce with Berlin does not also mean | 
a truce with Constantinople, but if it does the 
Russian “Shelby’s brigade,’ enlarged to a division 
or an army corps or more, can join themselves to ' 
the British as soldiers of fortune and have a 
part in a memorable and doubtless glorious cam- 
paign in which Alexander’s route will be reversed. 
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“If we maintain our strength we will win,” says 
Hindenburg. Apparently attrition is beginning 
to cause some nervousness ‘at the German head- 


quarters.

TURGENEV’S LIBERTY FABLE.

Meantime, Austria, which is 
already a shadow rather then a fact, 
is to be used as a cover, and*there is 
‘to be a new partition of Poland, and 
the’ Poles of Austria, politically pow- 
erful now, are to be thrust out, that 
the Germans of the Hapsburg empire 
may regain control of the northern 
half. Later they will be disposed of 
as the Germans of Germany see fit in 
the time when the Germans’ of Aus- 
tria have followed those of Bavaria 
and Saxony into the Hohenzoliern 
empire. 

Now against such a program there 
is no protection in Russia. Lithuani- 
ans and Poles are outside the calcu- 
lations of the Bolsheviki. They are 
outside the knowledge of the mil- 
lions who make up the inert mass of 
the Russian people. To part with 
them as a price of peace would cre- 
ate no protest in old Russia as it now 
exists.

SHELL, STEEL AND SHRAPNEL 
FOUND 5 MILES FROM HALIFAX 


Officers of American Cruiser 45 
Miles Off Port Thought Ship 
Had Struck ‘Mine. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 8.—Pieces of 
shells, steel plates and shrapnel 
have been found five miles from 
Halifax. At Orangedale, Cape Bre- 
ton, 160 miles distant in an airline, 
and at Sydney, 200 miles away, the 
shock was that of a severe earth- 
quake. 

At Truro, 62 miles, windows of the 
Learmont Hotel were shattered and 
the clock was shaken from the wall 
of the train dispatcher’s’office. At

WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The cen- 
tral Powers are developing on the 
Italian front the maximum military 
effort of the war, according to a ca- 
ble dispatch received here today 
from Rome. Italian aviators report 
continual concentration of Austro- 
Germans, who are streaming over 
all roads leading to the Asiago Pla- 
teau, where desperate fighting still is 


being waged. 

After three days of terrible fight- 
ing, in which Italian troops sacrificed 
themselves, the Austro-Germans, the 
dispatch said, succeeded in eliminat- 
ing the arch which constituted the 
Italian foremost line of defenss in 
the eastern side of the plateau. _ 

Although the Teutons emploved 
a colossal array of heavy artillery’ 
and made large use of asphyxiating 
gases,” the Italian retirement wes 
accomplished gradually and every} 
inch of ground was stubbornly con- | 
tested. 

“The Austro-Germans are now 
holding the wedge between Mow 
Tondarecar and Badenecche and they 
are attempting to force their way to 
Foza, strike at our lines from the 
rear and invade the Valstagua,” said 
the dispatch. “The difficult offen- 
sive operations are carried out by 
our soldiers with unparalleled valor. 
Entire sections of Italian troops, sur- 
rounded on Monte Fiorand Castle 
Gombert, sacrificed themselves in or- 
der to retard the advarice of the in- 
vaders and give the rest of our units 
time to retire to the new lines. An 
infantry brigade, ‘having lost half of 
its effectives, held in check for sev- 
eral hours a far superior number ofig 
enemies until their supply of ammu- 


nition, was exhausted and then theg |.

“A new formidable enemy attack’ 
is expected.

Two music store proprietors were 
arrested and several hundred dol- 
lars worth of phonograph records, 
reproducers and needles: recovered 
by the police last night following the 
confessions of two boys, eniployes of 
the Columbia Phonograph Co., 1121 
Pine street, that they had systemati- 
cally robbed the concern during the 


last six weeks. 

The men under arrest are Val 
Kusnitz. owner of a store at .115 
North Tenth street, and Robert Mil- 


ler, who conducts a store at 1414 
Franklin avenue. The police found 
2000 records, 30 boxes of needies and 
three reproducers in Miller’s store. 
A collection of, phonographic sup- 
plies, identified as the property of 
the Columbia Company, was recover- 
edi from Kutnitz’s place. . 

» The boys, -Arthur Miller,, 18, of 
5369 Theodosia avenue and Charlies 
Cook, also 16, of 5138 Ridge avenue, 
were arrested yesterday afternoon 
following an. investigation by detec- 
tives of the disappearance of sup- 
plies from the phonograph com- 
pany’s office and warerooms. Both 
gave a detailed confession of their 
thefts and led the police to the music 
stores where the stolen goods had 
been disposed of. 

According to the Cook ‘boy, ‘the 
two struck up a friendship six weeks 
ago while both were working in the 
wareroom of the phonograph com- 
pany. Shortly afterwards Cook was 
discharged. Since that time he 
made regular trips to the rear en- 
tra of the place where he re- 
ceived records, boxes of needles and 
other articles from young Miller, 
the police say. These were divided 
between them and sold to the music 
dealers, they said. 

The money derived from. the sale 
of the stolén goods were used by the 
two boys in entertaining two girls 
at moving picture-shows and in chop 
suey. restaurants, according to Cook, 

Miller, however, managed to keep 
part of his money and when arrested 

was found to have $115 on. depoait 
in a downtown bank. 

Both Kusnitzs and Robert Miler 
deny buying the stolen goods from 
the boys. Warrants will be applied 
for Monday charging them with re- 
coving stolen property.

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BELGIUM BUILDS 
TS ARMY UP 10 
200.000 TROOPS 


Had Only 117,000 at Start of 
War; Refugees and Volunteers 
Are Added. 


MAKES MUCH EQUIPMENT 


Portion of Line It Holds Grows 
| Longer as Force Is 
| Strengthened. 


HAVRE, Nov. 15 (by mail).—Ten 
divisions strong, the Belgian army its 
/ ready to take its part in the offensive 
in Flanders whenever the word is 
given. . The Belgian Minister of War 
today told the Associated Press that 
the Belgian army was composed of 
117,000 men at the beginning of the 
war, increased by 20,000 volunteers 
in August, 1914, and reduced to 69,- 
/000 men after the battle of the Yser. 
| Since then by the enrollment of Bel- 
gian refugees and thé enlistment of 
volunteers who have braved the live- 
wire barriers "on the Holland 
frontier it has been brought up to 10 
divisions (about 200,000 men) of 
well-trained troops. 

“If our army has. not undertaken 
‘operations of a wider scope up to 
this time,’ said the Minister, “it is 
because it does not devolve on it to 
decide the moment when these oper- 
ations should begin. The army is 
only a part of the combined allied 
forces, acting in unison and in ac- 
cordance with developed plans. The 
army valiantly has filled the role, 
more ungrateful than glorious, that 
has been assigned to it. It has just 
proved by its brilliant participation 
in the last offensive in Flanders 
that it is ready to attack with fer- 
vor and awaits impatiently the 
hour.” ORE IS ioe 5 ae Tce 

Lacked Equipment at First. 

Summarizing the work of the Bel- 
gian army during the war and refer- 
ring to its difficulties and lack of 
equipment, the Minister recalled that 
in August, 1914, the army had only 
one machine gun for each 1000 men, 
only three field guns per 400 men, 
with ammunition for only about 800 
shots for each piece. It had no light 
mortars, no heavy artillery, no gre- 
nades, no trench equipment, no am- 
bulances, no pontoon crews and not 
a single motor cycle. It had only 
1000 bicycles, two captive balloons, a 
few superannuated airplanes and a 
few posts of wireless telegraphy. 

“We had only 32,000 infantry after 
the battle of the Yser,’ said the 
Minister, “and its equipment was in 
a pitiable state. Munitions were 
lacking and all of the different or- 
ganisms were deranged when the 
army base was transferred to for:3ign 
soil. This remnant of an army not 
only barred the way to Calais, but 
while doing so was reorganized ard 
reinforced until now it counts three 
times the number of men that the 
battle of the Yser left valid. 

Front Gradually Extended. 

“The front held by the Belgian 
army has been gradually lengthened 
from about 12% miles after the bat- 
tle of the Yser to 17 miles in Janu- 
ary, 1915, 18 miles at the beginning 
of March and about 19 miles in June, 
1916. 

“The Belgian army organized this 
front and held it alone until the mid- 
dle of this year when, as a conse- 
quence of the operation of the al- 
lied offensive in Flanders, it was re- 
duced, enabling thé army to dis- 
pose of considerable reserves. The 
g.gantic task of organizing defenses 
in this part of the front, where water 
appears as soon as the ground is 
scratched, has been described fre- 
quently. Other lines of strong de- 
fense were not only built there by 
the Belgian army but all of the 
necessary communications with the 
rear were constructed, with barracks 
and hospitals. 

“In August, 1917, the army had 
12 times as many machine guns as 
in 1914, seven times as many field 
suns and heavy pieces, with five 
times aS much ammunition as was 
on hand at the outset of hostilities. 

Partly Equipped Itself. 

“The impression that has gotten 
abroad that the Belgian army was 
reorganized and re-equipped entirely 
by our allies is an error,” he added. 

“Belgium, exiled and deprived of 
all her resources, received generous 
hospitality and powerful. aid from 
her glorious allies. It was on French 
and British soil that all was to be 
done; but the Belgians themselves 
took up the work of reconstruction. 
The Belgian army created by its own 
efforts the greater part of what was 
indispensable for it to live and fight. 
It is building its own cannon, making 
its own powder and its own projec- 
tiles.”’ 


DRUGGISTS DENY ANTI-TOXIN 


President of Association Says Diph- 
theria Remedy Costs Dealers 
$5 a Dose. 


Frederick H. Swift, president of 

the St. Louis Retail Druggists’ As- 
sociation, denies charges in an after- 
noon newspaper that St. Louis drug- 
gists have been selling diphtheria 
anti-toxin, which costs $2.25 a dose, 
at $7.50. The fact is, Swift declares, 
the anti-toxin sold for $7.50 costs the 
druggists $5. 
The published allegation was that 
the price had been advanced be- 
cause an epidemic of diphtheria had 
created a demand for the serum.

had any need for storing béer on 
them.”’ 

It is not compulsery for a man to 
have rum in the British navy. He 
can, aS an alternative, have a half!

The big victualling yard which I 
visited is also the principal rum 
source of the navy. -‘The monthly is- 
sue of this article of “food” is 100,- 
000 gallons, and there is a store on 
hand of 300,000 gallons. It was’ a 
decidedly rummy smell that greeted 
me as a highly successful operation 
was performed on one of the big 
casks preliminary to its contents be- 
ing emptied into one of the main rum 
cisterns, a vessel that held 32,000 gal- 
lons without ‘showing any varwans 
signs of it.

Real Chocolate ‘in Ration.

this chocolate, which is manufac- 
tured always according to a stan- 
dardized prescription of 60 per cent 
chocolate, 20 per cent sugar and 29 
per cent arrowroot. 

The submarine war has had sev- 
eral effects on the menu of the Brit- 
ish navy. The standard rations in- 
clude four ounces of sugar and a 
pound of bread daily for the blue- 
jacket. Now the sugar allowance 
has been reduced an ounce and the 
bread cut by half. But it has had 
other effects. 

The complement of British sub- 
marines is not required to exist on 
standard rations. When Winston 
Churchill was First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty’ he said submarine crews 
should have food equal to the offi- 
cers’ mess. And today the subma- 
rine diet includes such “luxuries as 
bacon, sausages, green peas, tinned 
beans and. bottled fruits.

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FRENCH FRONT, Dec. 8. —The 
Arabian Nights wizard who turned 
oid lamps into new was the veriest 
amateur compared with the modern 
French woman through whose hands 
passes the debris of the battlefield. 
At the beginning of the war, partly 
owing to the rapid movements of the 
armies, waste was prevalent every- 
where. The correspondent of the 
Associated Press, while marching 
with the soldiers, then saw thousands 
of garments and articles of equip- 
ment strewn over: the fields and 
along the roadsides where the troops 
had fought, maneuvered, advanced or 
retreated. Nobody thought of sav- 
ing the tens of thousands of dollars’ 
worth of discarded clothing and arms 
thrown aside when rapid movement 
was necessary. Overcoats, , tunics, 
shoes, sweaters, scarfs, cartridge 
pouches, haversacks, belts, caps, 
waterproof sheets lay about the 
ground.in.thousands. 

Since that time the spirit of econ- 
omy—generally present with the 
French people—has reasserted its 
authority, and now everything that 
can be salved is picked up and made 
useful. Each of the armies has been 
provided with what is known ag a 
recuperation depot, whose duty it is 
to examine and retrieve all that is 
possible from the debris found on the 
field of battle. 

Scheme of Salvage. 

The correspondent visited one of 
these depots at Orleans and there 
found a scheme of salvage which 
saves the French nation many mil- 
lions of dollars a year. It is run 
under the superintendencé of offi- 
cers of the army reserve mobilized 
at the opening of hostilities and 
chosen for their experience in com- 
mercial affairs. They have at their 
disposal machines of the latest model, 
mostly of American origin, while the 
workers are drawn from among the 
wives, widows and children of sol- 
diers, German prisoners, and men of 
the oldest classes of the French army. 

Some idea of the extent of the 
work done in this center alone may 
be gathered from the wages paid to 
the women and girls employed, 
which amounted in August to ap- 
proximately $100,000. There are at 
‘ell times stored in the depot articles 
of military equipment to the value of

JACKSON, Miss., Dec. 8.—Beef 
cattle in Mississippi have attained a 
value of from $8 to $10 higher and 
dairy cattle may be considered worth 
from $40 to $60 more a head since 
the quarantine has been raised in 
Mississippi, according to experts of 
the Federal and the State depart- 
ments of agricul 

pated in the celebration here of the 
official notification from Washington 
that Mississippi now is free of the 
Texas fever tick. Among the speak- 


lers at the celebration which was held 


in the House of Representatives, 
State Capitol, were Gov. Theodore 
Bilbo, Clarence Ousley, assistant to 
Secretary of Agriculture Houston, 
Commissioner of Agriculture Garner 
of Mississippi and others.. 

Working with the Federal authori- 
ties State agents since 1906 have 
cleared 13,660 square miles of cattle 
ticks. Ousley asserted that in the 
South there now is a total of 62,520 
square miles of territory out of quar- 
rantine, but there remain 349,253 
square miles to be cleared.

—simply the Government's promises 
to pay. We keép a special deposit 
of gold—about 44 per cent of their 
total amount—on hand for their re- 
dem ption. Gold certificates and 
silver certificates are-plieces of pa- 
per circulating in place of actual 
wold and silver on deposit in the 
Treasufy. The only way to increase 
them would be to increase the gold 
and silver for which they stand, 
just as “warehouse. receipts” stand 
for wheat in an elevator. National 
Bank notes are secured by Goyr- 
ernment bonds, on deposit in’ the 
Treasury. During the Civil War 
the Government issued great quan- 
tities of paper money when it had 
neither gold nor silver to redeem 

the issues. 


CONSTANT.—Falling hair: When 
roots of hair are dead there can be 
no restoration. “If there were only 
1 cause for falling hair, a universal 
remedy might be proposed. In ev- 
ery. case shampooing should be 
omitted except when cleanlinéss 
absolutely demands it.

ANXIOUS.—Any of the inexpen- 
sive California white wines are 
liked by some persons for cleansing 
blonde hair. A pint is enough for 
a shampoo, no soap being used, The 
hair and scalp are wet thoroughly 
and rubbed, after which they are 
rinsed in clear water. The wine has 
a small percentage of acid, so that 
it is a cleansing agent. A final rins- 
ing in'a very weak solution of hen- 
na tea is Nked by some blondes. An 
ounce of broken leaves -is8. steeped 
in a pint of polling water 16 
minutes, when the liquid is allowed 
to grow cold. It is later strained 
and the “tea” for rinsing may be 
‘added ito three’.quarts of water. 
Drying should be done’ in the-sun.

attack, but chronic heart or kid- 
ney disease, gout, alcoholism, or the 
inhajation, of dust or irritant va- 
pors, is often. the. foundation. Old 
people are especially liable. .It 
frequently exists in association with 
other diseases, such as phthisis 
(consumption of the dungs), asthma 
and other troubles. Although 
patients are rarely quite cured of 
chronic. bronchitis, much ¢an be 
done to relieve them. Proper drugs 
‘suited.to the stage of the: disease 
often help, and | therefore good 
medical advice should be obtained. 
Change of air to a dry climate, such 
as New Mexico or: Arizona, is often 
very beneficial. The daily hygiene 
or habits of life. of the patient 
should be caréfully looked. into. 
Bathing, clothing, .diet ;and exercise 
should all receive attention. If the 
bronchitis. results from other dis- 
eases these must of course, be treat- 
ed in order to remove the cause of 
the bronchitis. Diet should be light 
and nutritious. In-an acute attack 
it. will probably be desirable to 
limit the patient to such things as 
milk. egg-nog, milk toast, tea and 
toast, and an occasional cup of cof- 
fee if desired, but as the patient 
progresses this should be increased 
and the patient given chicken, @ 
little rather rare steak, or a chop. 
The intervals between an & o’clock 
breakfast, 1 o’clock luncheon or din- 
ner and supper time are too infre- 
quent for people who are probably 
to take only a small amount of food 
at a time, and a glass of milk or 
beaten egg should be given between 
meals and another at bedtime. 
Chronic bronchitis may not appear 
to affect. the general. health very 
materially, but nevertheless much 
can be done by hygienic and diet- 
etic attention, as before suggested.

~ “Taanider inhis Journal exults at, the success of a shot 
directed ‘at the véssel’s water’ line, and that the “dear 
old boat will soon lie at ‘the bottom of the sea,” car- 
ried down by the mighty jets of water let into her hull 
through the hole made by the shot. 

‘ Not the least interesting part of Commander von 
Forstner’s journal is his picture of the conditions under 
which the men live when at sea in a U-boat. Answer- 
ing the question as to how it is possible to breathe 
under the water, he points out that the actual. amount 
of air in a submarine remains unchanged from the 
moment of submersion, and there ts no possibility, 
either through ventilators or any other device so far 
known to draw in fresh air under the water. However, 
the ordinary atmosphere can be endured for a con- 
siderable time, and then can be purified from the car- 
bonic gas exhalations by releasing oxygen into it, so 
that it is possible, he says, to stay submerged “several 
days;” he does not undertake to say how many. The 
cleansing of the atmosphere with oxygen is costly and 
is done only us @ last resort, and every precaution is 
taken to conserve the oxygen. 

The occupations of the crew largely determine atmos- 
pheric conditions. A man working, the Commander 
states, will absorb 85 liters of air in an hour, inactive 
mer less. sleening men ‘least of all—15 liters. (A 
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liter is about 2.1 American pints.) The members of a 
drilled’ crew, therefore, according to the Commander, 
are expected to sleep all the time they are off duty 
under the sea. He relates that he had-a wireless 
operator, whose duties ceased with submersion, who 
had so perfected the art of sleeping that he never cost 
more than 15 liters of air an hour underseas. 

Every available corner of space inside a submarine 
is filled with provisions. The cook, a sa!lor trained for 
the job, must hunt below in every conceivable place for 
his vegetables and meats. The latter are stored in the 
coolest quarters, next to munitions. The scavsages are 
put next to the red grenades, the butter lies next to 
one of the sailor’s bunks, and the salt and spice have 
been known to stray into the Commander’s cabin, below 
his berth. 

A submarine under water, the Commander says, 
must, like an airplane, be kept at the proper level, and 
the boat’s weight on a long voyage is continually 
changing and must be constantly watched. Food is 
devoured, diving material of the machinery consumed 
and the water in which the boats swims itself changes 
weight. The officer in charge of this department even 
calculates the weight of the meal eaten by each miem- 
ber of the crew and of the remains of the food and the 
boxes which contajned it, but which have been thrown 
overboard. : ae 

The Commander of a submarine, Von Forstner says, 
is on duty during the whole of the time-on an expedi- 
tion in time of war, and seldom gets a chance for rest 
in his tiny cabin. Day and night, if there is the slight- 
est suspicion of the approach of the enemy, he watches 
on the exposed bridge on top of the turret: for a few 
seconds’ delay in submerging might forfeit the taking. 
of a coveted prize. So he learns to do without sleeping, 
or to catch a few seconds of repose by lying down in 
his wet clothes. The members of the crew are entirely 
ignorant of their surroundings when undersea. They 
are dependent wholly on the Commander, who must 
possess their absolute confidence.

Grover Cleveland we find him apologising tn his 
naive way for a lapse of memory which caused 
him to commét a ‘serious faus pas: 


My Dear Madam: I do not know how it ia in the 
White House, but in this house of ours, whenever the 
minor half of the administration triés.to run itself 
without the help of the major half it gets aground.
